It was the most remarkable scene 
witnessed in the United States Sen- 
ate within the memory of any member 
now serving in that body. 

Almost in the twinkling of an eye 
all the differences between the regulars 
and the insurgents seemed to vanish 
and the astonishing spectacle was pre- 
sented of Aldrich, Crane, Elkins, La 
Follette, Bristow and Beveridge voting 
together in perfect accord and with 
smiles on their faces. The Democrats 
were aiso placed in the peculiar at- 
titude of being compelled to co- 
operate with the Republicans. 

And thus it came to pass that a long

WASHINGTON, May 13.—By a sud- 

den welding late today of supposedly 
irreconciliable factions, the Senate by 
a vote of 56 to 10, adopted a com- 
promise amendment to the raliroad 
bill for the regulation of relative 
charges for long and short hauls.

Court may have to arbitrate the 
question as to which faction’s judg- 
ment is correct.

Reports from Three Chinese Prov- 

ices Say Authorities Are Helpless 

to Stop OCutrages—Propaganda Also 

Aims at Overthrow of Manchu Dy-

CANTON, May 13.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The holy war on the Christians 
is spreading rapidly in the provinces 
of Szechuen, Kweichau and Kwange- 
tung, according to advices received 
here, and the situation in those prov- 
inces is as bad as it has been in Hunan 
since the uprising against he mission- 
aries last month. 

Native Christians are pessiae tortured 
on every hand, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of incendiary proclamations, in- 
citing a general massacre on May 29, 
are being distributed despite the au-~ 
thorities’ efforts. The latter are try- 
ing to curb the propaganda as well as 
the outrages. 

Not only are native Christians and 
foreigners the objects of this wave of 
hatred, but it has a political signif- 
icance in that it is taking the form 
of an attack on the reigning Manchu 
dynasty. Because of this it is sup- 
ported openly or tacitly by lecal rulers

Keppel stood stock still, and as Alex- 
andra approached she courtesied deep- 
ly and in a faltering voice said:

Mrs. Keppel, overcome by this noble 
attitude, courtesied again more deep- 
ly than before and the Queen mo- 
tioned her to follow into the death 
chamber. There the two women stood 
gazing on the face of the dead King 
for some minutes, Mre. Keppel weep- 
ing quietiy. Then Queen Alexandra 
led the way from the room and they 
parted. 

For many years King Edward never 
dined at Buckingham Palace except 
when official reasons compelled. Every 
night when in London he dined out at 
some friend's 
Mrs. Keppel. He used to say that 
when his work was finished he was 
entitled to some change of scene. 

During his last iliness Mrs. Keppel 
went to the palace three times daily, 


remaining for a considerable time. She 


had not long left the palace on Thurs- 
day when Queen Alexandra arrived 
from the continent. Mrs. Keppel saw 
the King even as late as Friday after- 
noon, accompanied by Sir Ernest Cas- 
sel. 


Despite the fact that her unique po- 
sition as arbiter of the King’s set has 
gone, there is no reason to believe that 
Mre. Keppel will be shunned by so- 
elety. Beside her relation to the Al- 
bemarle family, she has a hold on her 
friends by reason of her tact, wit and 
cleverness, to say nothing of being one 
of the best cooks in London. 

KING GEORGE HOSTILE. 

As far as King George is concerned 
he has never attempted to conceal his 
hostility to Mra. Keppel and in his 
blunt way has often said that he failed 
to understand why his father wished 
to have her always about him. The 
utmost arts of diplomacy on the part 
of the Keppels have failed to conciliate 
the new King. whose resentment ex- 
tends to all those who entertaimed for 
the King and the Keppels. Their day 
at court is finished. 

King George was devoted to both his 
father and his mother, this was the 
one crumpled rose leaf in his relations 
with the late King. The last time the 
King dined out was the Monday pre- 
ceding his death—not Tuesday, as pre- 
viously stated. His hostesses on that 
occasion were the Misses Keyser, for- 
merly of New York. 

During the dinner the King had twe 
distressing attacks, followed by heart 
weakness, which so alarmed Miss Key- 
ser that she telephoned to Buckingham 
Palace to have his doctor, Sir James 
Reid, await him on his return home. 

The party consisted of the King, the 
Misses Keyser, the Marquis de Sovoral, 
Portuguese Minister, Mrs. Keppel, 
Lady Paget and Lady Sarah Wilson.

MORE TROUBLE EXPECTED. 

Further attacks are expected by the 
ranchers, and Judge John R. McFie, 
conducting court at Taos, telegraphed 
an urgent demand for troops to Gov. 
Mille before the lines were cut. 

The Governor at once ordered fifty 
men of Cos. D and F,. New Mexico 
National Guards, to Taos. The militia- 
men will arrive at Taos at 9 o'clock 
tomorrow forenoon, after a march of 
twenty-five miles across the. moun- 
tains. 

Gen. Brooke, in command of the Na- 
tional Guard. has also ordered Co. H 
to be in readiness to march at a mo- 
ment's notice. Co. H is the crack or- 
ganization of the New Mexico Guard. 

The uprising of the Pueblos, who for 
years have been a peaceful and taw- 
abiding people, is belitved to have 
been caused by the punishment of the 
Pueblos. by the Territorial authori- 
ties.

INDIAN MASSACRE OF

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.) May 13.— 
Gov. Mills dispatcher two companies 
of State troops, with field equipment, 
and members of the Territorial mount- 
ed police, for the scene of the Indian 
uprising at Taos, on a special train 
over the Denver and Rio Grande, at 
midnight.

Mr. Hackett, a neigh- 
bor, succeeded in rescuing Mrs, Sperry 
and her young baby, and alarmed the 
husband, who slept in a neighboring 
room, with his three children. 
Sperry grabbed. his 7-year-old son, 
Edward, and put him on the roof of 
the porch while he entered the biaz- 
ing building again to get Grace, 3 
years old, and Clarence, 5 years old. 
The porch crashed into the biazin 
interior of the house, carying the 
with it. Sperry and his children never 
reappeared alive. Mrs. Kellogg, liv- 
ing in an isolated room of the home, 
shrieked once, but was not seen. Her 
body was incinerated beyond recogni- 
tion. The two children in his arms was 
the only means of identifying Sperry.

CRITICISES EASTERN PROCEDURE 
IN JURY TRIALS. 


Says Grand Jurors Should Realize 
Powers of Prosecutor and Do Their 
Cwn Thinking—New York Papers 
“Overawe the Public”—Back to the 
West for Him. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, May 13.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] F. Augustus Heinze, the 
former copper king, who was acquitted 
last night in the United States Circuit 
Court, today bitterly attacked United 
States District Attorney Wise and the 
Federal grand jurors. 

“The jurors forget their oaths as 
men,” he said, “and become the tools 
and toys of the Federal prosecutor to 
ruin and discredit whom he wills.” 
“Newspapers, too,” declared Heinze, 
“have the power in the East to wreck 
the fortune of any man, high or low.” 

Mr. Heinze reached his offices, octu- 
pying the eighteenth floor of the bulid- 


‘ling at 74 Broadway, at 2 p.m., after 
sitting up until quite late with hun- 


dreds of admiring friends and rela- 
tives In a celebration at the Waldorf. 
His desks were burdened with -four 
tremendous piles of telegrams, and 
each minute messenger boys were 
crowding more before him. His per- 
sonal desk was a veritable bower of 
roses. Outside the door a iong line 
of friends waited to greet him. 

“Now I'm going to knuckie_ right 
down to the old grind again,” he said. 


“You folks in the East seem. to be 
mistaken in the rights and powers of 
jurors, Federal or otherwise. It would 
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be good for New York jurors to realize 
that the Federal attorney is not judge 
of facts nor of evidence in the grand 
jury room. His sole and pro duty 
is only to present what facts he 
has and to do so without recommenda- 
tion. Why have twenty-three men to 
indict if ry judgment is to be us- 
urped by the prosecutor? 

“Then come the newspapers. In 
New York they overawe everything 
and everybody. Frequently they bow 
to the Federal prosecutor. The man 
he indicts is dragged through their 

until every act and deed of his 
life is spread before the public. He 
is half tried and convicted before he 
reaches the court.” 

As to his future plans, Heinze said 
it was “back to the mines for him” 
for a long stay.

90,000,000 human beings. Fully 25 per cent. of this 
blood came into the country of foreign birth, of types 
such as we have described above. Yet the American 
people are about as homogeneous as those of any other 
nationality in the world. We are vastly more homoge- 
neous than Russia, with a population of about our own 
size. We are much more homogeneous than the people 
of Great Britain, with less than half our population. 
We are somewhat more so than the people of France. 
Perhaps the Germans and Scandihavians would come 
nearer to us in homogeneity than any other European 
nations. The Italians are fairly homogeneous today, 
although the Romans of old were a very mixed popu- 
lation. :

They 
had been taken from the molds and left in the ware- 
house to cure. Each kind of tea had its own place, and 
I saw some from Ceylon which had been shipped to 
Hankow to be made into bricks before going to Russia. 


How Brick Tea Is Made. 


1 was shown the whole process of brick-tea-making. 
The tea is first ground to a dust and then sifted by half- 
naked coolies, who stuff their nostrils with cotton’ bat- 
ting to keep the dust out of their lungs. ‘These men 
are naked to the waist, and the perspiration stood out 
on their yellow skins. The air was like a Russian bath 
and the sweat poured. I took up a handful of*the tea 
dust and tasted it. It was rather sweet, but there is 
but little tea flavor about it. It is as thick as granu- 
lated tobacco. The men scoop up the tea dust with 
brass shovels, each of which holds about two pounds, 
or enough for a brick. This is poured into a cloth and 
Steamed over boiling water. When it has become damp 
a little more dust is added and the whole is emptied 
into a rough wooden bow! about a foot square. It now 
goes to the press, and a great weight packs the tea dust 
inte a brick almost as hard as one of burned clay. The 
bricks are left in the molds two hours to cool and then 
taken off to be dried. They are of different sizes and 
shapes and of many grades. Some bring’as high prices 
as the costliest teas we have in America. They are 
made of the first pickings of the tea, ground to a dust 
and steamed and pressed into shape. Another quality 
is made of later pickings, and still another of the refuse 
of the factories, consisting of coarse leaves, broken tea 
and the dust from the tables and floors of establish- 
ments where they put up tea in chests. Both green and

rich; and no person in comfortable circumstances, espe- 
cially a female,-is regarded as a complete job until 
some surgeon has removed severa! of the formerly vital 
organs, He has tamed the waters of the deep so that 
his majestic iron-huiled leviathans plow the Seven Seas 
and are from time to time pretty extensively plowed 
themselves by unchartered reefs or sunken pop bottles 
or floating fine-toothed combs, while his great excursion 
boats go gaily forth bedecked in flags, with pasteboard 
hulls and life preservers stuffed with an inferior grade 
Of breakfast food. He has solved the mystery of the 
heavens until it is possible for 200 different scientists 
to give 200 different descriptions of Halley’s comet and 
each be able to prove absolutely that he’s right and all 
the others are wrong. Hé has made many desirable 
improvements on nature. He has increased the cost of 
living to a point where a great many would quit trying 
to do so except that dying In an even more expensive 
luxury. His hurried civilization has given to mankind 
the automobile, the wireless telegraph, the musical 
coniedy that consists of thirty pairs of legs and an 
American flag, the white duck pant, the automatic piano 
player, the lingerie blouse, the pepsin pellet, the press 
agent, and other things, 'too numerous, and many of 
them too unpleasant, to mention. But it doesn't seem 
to me that in the little matter of joy-riding about the 
clouds he has been able as yet to catch up with the an-- 
gels, or even with the English sparrows.” 


“Airship flights are becoming more common every 
day,’ I.interrupted. “Look at what the French are do- 
ing and the Germans, not to mention our own American 
inventors?”

on, is afforded to but a comparative few. 

“As for our American. machines, I fail to see where 
they've done so very much more, whether you consider 
the Walter Wellman stationary design or the Glenn 
Curtis device that can be depended upon to make a 
magnificent flight of from ten to fifteen seconds—de- 
pending on how far down hill it hits—providing that 
there's no wind and the weather is just right and the 
carburetor sparks properly and the motor motes and 
the gate admissions are large enough.”

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A TRAMP INTO THE COAST COUNTRY 
EAST OF REDONDO.

Y consulting the map one can sometimes get a 
B hint for a novel and agreeable outing. The dis- 
trict east of Redondo looks like a promising field 
for exploration. It is named Los Palos Verdes. The 
indented coast line is marked with the names of many 
headlands.from Malaga Cove round Yo Point Firmin. 
But as regards human Settlements, the map is a blank. 
There is not even a village, it seems, in all the 
twenty-odd miles of coast between Redondo and San 
Pedro. But the hills should be looking their best and 
greenest these spring days; and a rocky coast is always 
interesting. 


Clifton, at the end of the Redondo trolley line, is the 


extension of Redondo. How these beach towns grow, 
like children, “out of all recognition!” Five years ago, 
where was Clifton? One recalls a few lonesome houses 
on the edge of a bare bluff, just beyond the long pier 
where the lumber schooners unload. Now you step 
from the electric car into the midst of a smart-looking 
suburb, with bungalows, villas, and a genuine marine 
“esplanade,” a flagged walk with a border of blazing 
pink flowers. 

At present, the esplanade has outstripped the houses 
in the improvement race. The sidewalk ends against 
the cliff brow; and there is sand underfoot and a car- 
pet of thick-leafed creeping plants. From the grain 
field run squirrels with their booty, flourishing their 
thick tails. At Malaga Cove, about a third of a mile 
east of Clifton, a small house stands on the edge of the 
bluff, and the slopes on the side of the winding gully 
which descends from the heights are covered with a 
big wood of gum trees, These are the only signs of hu- 
man occupation for many miles of a lonely countryside. 

Eastward lies your unexplored land—rolling green 
hills, recalling the South Downs of England in their 
height and contour, and terraces sloping toward the 
brow of ocher-colored cliffs. It is nature unimproved; 
but not unadorned. A tapestry of wild flowers and 
grasses covers the lower slopes; the steep fall of the 
hills is overgrown with low bushes, which give them a 
grayish blue tone; in between on. the lap of the hills, 
as it were, lies a great field of wild mustard. 

Through this runs the road, which you pick up at 
‘the edge of the gum grove. In early April the sten- 
der mustard stems stood man-high on either side, and 
their blossoms, recently expanded, filled the air with 
fragrance. As a nature colorist, what plant can com- 
pare with the wild mustard? Poppy gold is becoming 
rare now. But in this county the mustard is common 
enough. And in its season it paints on the landscape 
broad washes of a pure and perfect yellow. Many flow- 
ers, when massed, are trying to the eyesight; in the 
bright sunlight they glare. But the mustard has the 
secret of transmuting the sunshine into a pigment 
which is at once endurabe by the retina, and gratifying 
to the senses. Though there be acres of blossoms, the 
color is never in excess. 

There is usually adobe underfoot, wherever mustard 
is growing. Here it is black and crumbling? dry in spite 
of yesterday's rain, with a surface that treads like a 
cinder path. A@What better going could a pedestrian de- 
sire? Dust there is none, for so little traffic passes this 
way that the space between the ruts is overgrown more 
than axle-high with weeds. The grade is easy. The 
track rises and falls to circumvent an occasional gully. 
For the rest, it is like walking along a terrace a few 
hundred feet above the sea level. 

From the vantage point of this height the pano- 
ramic views are extensive. With each change in the 
angle of the coast line, the scene shifts. At first, as 
you look back toward Redondo, leagues of cultivated 
land, marked off with dark lines, are seen stretching 
away northwestward to the dim blue distant moun- 
tains. Led by the yellow sand hills beyond Hermosa, 
the eye follows the curve of the coast line toward 
Venice, and if the day be passably clear makes out the 
Auditorium building on the pier, the notched summits 
of the Santa Monica Sierra. _ | 

Redondo passes out of sight as the track turns a cor- 
ner to enter upon the next facet of the polygon. A long 
stretch of green and empty country opens out ahead. 
There is not a tree in sight, nor a human dwelling. But 
in all this jungle of herbage and waving grasses you 
may be sure that— 3 

“There’s never a leaf nor blade too mean 
To be some happy creature’s palace.” 

Across the multitudinous insect murmur comes the 
clear call of the meadow lark. The yellow-breasted 
singers nest low in the grass, unseen. But the black-

comes over the seascape. With a scene-shifting effect, 
the north end of Catalina Island slides forward into the 
vacant horizon. Here the road begins to trend away 
from the hillfoot toward the edge of the cliffs, whieh 
it has scrupulously avoided as yet on account of the 
gullies, which naturally become deeper as they approach 
the sea. A mile onward, and you sight an upright post, 
firmly guyed, standing on the brink of the bluff. It is 
the iandmark of Fisherman’s Cove, 


The first thing to catch your eye, as you peer over 
the edge, is a red flag fluttering above a shingled roof. 
A stone let fall would rattle on the housetop, so closely 
does the cottage hug the base of the cliff. There is a 
second building, a shed or two, a net drying on a frame, 
a sailboat drawn up on the narrow ledge above the 
brown tide marts. The little settlement looks out upon 
a bay, shaped like a broad horse shoe, which is shel- 


tered by two projecting headlands from all but south- 


erly winds. Its business is with the sea, and it appears 
to have no connection with the land, but the stout cable 
which swings down the cliff from a pulley attached to 
the upright post. 


There is a way down, however, a narrow path, which 
descends by a chasm on the left hand. -The beach, 
which is all pebbles and boulders, extends for about 
half a mile between the two headiands. The one on 
the east is named Resort Point, which suggests that 
this sequestered bay may have been a meeting-place of 
whaling ships in old California days. 

From Resort Point Catalina is visible to its full ex- 
tent, if the weather is clear. Today it is well defined; 
& mountain mass of a pale indigo against the deep 
ultra-marine of the sea. But the Magic Isle, as it is 
called, has the magician’s trick of becoming. invisible, 
and often hides its form behind a veil of mist. One 
can see the coast line in profile as far as Point Vicente. 
It is indented with many little caves and bays. The 
height of the cliff is remarkably uniform, about 100 feet 
above the beach. They are slope-browed, and built of. 
crumbling clayey or sandy layers, which under the in- 
fluence of the weather break down into a sloping talus. 
In some places deep fissures are seen on the landward 
side of the cliffs. There must be “something rotten in 
the State” of California just there. For the fissures 
break ground for landslides, which tumble the brow of 
the cliff down. In one of the bays you can see an un- 
der cliff which has been formed in this manner. 

In shore the water is wonderfully clear. In it are 
seen long ropes of seaweed, streaming outward with 
the falling tide from the stones to which they are an- 
chored. A little way off shore the surface of the sea 
is stained brown by the massing of the kelp, which 
forms a breakwater along the coast. Outside its fringe 
the sea is wrinkled with short waves; but through the 
jungle of stalks and fronds, the tide passes with an oily, 
heaving roll, lifting the brown foliage and letting it 
fall again. 


Here and there in this submarine chaparral are clear-— 
ings, little ponds of clear water. A. flight of five peli-. 


cans wheels suddenly and alights in one of these 
spaces, startling into life what one had taken for balls 
or knots of kelp, but which were really other pelicans. 
There must have been at least fifty of the big birds, and 
they all setted down together to rock idly on the 
their club, their  resting-place. 
where they take their ease in the intervals of fishing.

a two places is more than most people care to do in | 


e day. 

And if you turn back from Fisherman’s Cove to Re-« 
dondo, you can vary your route by walking along the. 
cliff edge, as far as it is practicable. , 
yawning chasm will drive you inland toward the road, 
which you may have to hunt out through a tangle of 
wiid oats and mustard stalks. It is nothing but an un- 
fenced cart track. At Malaga Cove you can get down 
to the beach from the cliff, and if the tide is low tramp 
over the sands to the long pier. 

The best season for this trip is while the mustard is 


‘In bloom, which is any time from early April to the 


middle of May. Then you have the perfection of walk- 
ing weather, as a rule, with a maximum temperature 
of 70 degrees. As there is no climbing to be done, and 
the terraced way is open to the sea breeze, it is a good 
summer day’s jaunt, too, except on broiling days with 
a land wind, or no wind at all. For there is no shade 
anywhere along the route. F. W. REID. 


Playing the Balalaika. 


All things Russian being popular in England, people 


have taken up the balalaika, a Russian string instru- 
ment which a few months ago was unknown here. Now 
there are thousands of balalaika players, and balalaika 
orchestras enjoy a vogue. . 

The balalaika is said to be the easiest musical instru- 
ment in the world to learn. It consists of three strings 
across a triangular base. The strings are struck to- 
gether with the forefinger of the right hand, forming 
a chord; the left hand moves down the neck of the 
balalaika, changing the key of the chords, in the same 
way as a banjo is played.

Suffragette in a Chimney. 

Miss Emily Wilding Davison, a member of the Wom- 
en’s Social and Political Union, who was discovered 
hidden in a hot-air flue in the House of Parliament on 
Sunday evening, gave the following account of her ex- 
periences to a representative of this journal yesterday: 


“I went to Westminster on Saturday afternoon as one © 


of the crowd. I bought a sixpenny guide-book, and ap- 
peared intensely interested in everything, although all 
the time I was planning how I might hide until Mon- 
day, when I proposed to reveal myself suddenly and tell 
Mr. Asquith to set his own house in order by giving 
votes to women instead of bothering with the onan of 
Lords. 


“About half-past 3, visitors were becoming scarce, 
and I ‘was in the central lobby between the House of 
Lords and the House of Commons. I went into the cor- 
ridor which leads to the members’ dining-room, and 
seeing only a policeman, who was not watching mé, I 
darted through a door which had ‘Private’ marked on 
it. The room was empty. There was a small glass 
door in the wall about two feet from the floor. I 
opened it and saw a sort of chimney with an iron lad- 


der let into the wall. 


“I clambered in, and mounted the ladder for about 
thirty steps and came upon a narrow platform. There 
was a little window opposite, which looked out on to 
the Victoria Tower. 

“Here I remained hidden. My small stock of provis- 
ions consisted of two bananas, a little chocolate, and a 
few lozenges to prevent coughing. -I[ was soon dis- 
tressed’' with a terrible thirst. I discovered that I was 
in a hot-air flue. and the heat began to get oppressive. 
I was absolutely begrimed with soot and my position 
was desperately uncomfortable. 

“For twenty-four hours I remained on the littlé plat- 
form, until at last I could endure the intense thirst no 
longer, so I descended the ladder in search of water. 
On reé@ntering the room by the glass door I found a 
water tap and drank copiously. Then I returned to the 
platform, and after four more hours descended for more 
water. 

“In my haste I spilled some on the floor, and thi< led 
to my discovery, for I had no sooner bundled into the 
chimney again than a policeman hauled me out and saw 
me off the premises.”—[London Daily Mail.

The Mayor of Rome, who is an Englishman by birth, 
a naturalized Italian and not a Roman citizen, imitates 
the example set by the Kine. and consequently French 
cooking and nomenclature have also been banished 
from the Capitol; but the Mayor is an original man 
and he even went beyond the King in his attempt at 
nationalizing cooking. The cooking at the Quirinal is 
Italian, that at the Capitol is Roman.

TO SUPPLY CHEAP MEAT. 
By a Special Contributor. 
S INCE the high price of beef has brought about the 


discussion of possible substitutes, government ex- 
perts at Washington have been investigating vari- 
ous elk and deer preserves throughout the country, and 
have come to the conclusion that there is no reason why 


* venison should not become as cheap and as plentiful in 


the market as mutton. 


In the Rocky Mountain country several private game 
preserves have been studied by the government's food 
experts, who have concluded that, with State laws so 
amended as to permit the raising of- deer and elk for 
market purposes, there is no reason why venison should 
not be common in the markets of all localities. Elk 
and deer can be readily raised in nearly every State in 
the Union, as they are easily controlled and cheaply 
fed. In Wyoming it has become -necessary for the 
ranchmen in the northern part of the State to care for 
the elk in winter, to prevent them from starving. The 


preferred to the finest grass. The flesh of the elk, while 
somewhat coarse, is superior in flavor to most venison. 
The elk is in best condition for marketing in the 
spring, after its antlers are shed. The game laws allow 
the killing of the animals in the fall when, according to 
E. D. Lantz of the Biological Survey, who has issued 
a bulletin on the subject, the meat is in the poorest con- 
tion. 

The increase of elk under domestication is fully equal 
to that of cattle, and elk are much hardier and able to 
stand more exposure. In addition to the flesh, which 


'eommands a ready sale in any market, the elk hide is 


more valuable than the hide of a steer. The flavor of 
elk meat is distinctive, though it suggests mutton rather 
than beef. According to official report its chemical com- 
position is very similar to beef. A lean venison roast 
before cooking has been found to contain an’ average 
of 75 per cent. awater, 20 per cent. of protein or nitrog- 
enous material, and 2 per cent. of fat; a lean beef 
rump some 65 to 70 per cent. of water, 20 per cent. of 
protein, and 5 to 14 per cent. of fat; and a lean leg of 
mutton 67 per cent. of water, 19 per cent. of protein, and 
13 per cent. of fat. 

The general popularity of venison is so great that it 
is estimated that overproduction is impossible. The 
elk, or wapiti, can be successfully domesticated in al- 
most any State in the Union, as it has been found as 
far south as Texas, New Mexico and Arizona, and its

early range was as far east as the Adirondacks. All ,~ 


State and the government, through its Yellowstone Park 
Officials, have co6Operated with individual ranchmen in 
caring for the vast herds of elk in the Jackson's Hole 
region. It is estimated that there are 30,000 elk in the 
Yellowstone Park region, constituting the only great 
herd left. For two or three winters these elk have been 
fed, and have now come to look upon feeding as a mat- 
ter of course, and State Game Warden Nowlin of Wyo- 
‘ming, who has led the feeding experiments, says that 
the last of the great elk herds is becoming rapidly do- 
mesticated. 


Several ranchmen in the Rocky Mountain country 
have conducted private elk preserves for years. Barrett 
Littlefield, who lives near Slater, Colo., on the line di- 
viding that State from Wyoming, has several hundred 
elk on his great ranch. -Mr. Littlefield’s preserve is the 
largest affair of its kind in the country. ‘He began gath- 
ering the elk years ago when the animals were numer- 
ous in Northwestern Colorado. Now they are nearly all 


the Yellowstone Park country, but Mr. Littlefield’s herds 
have increased. Every séason he ships many carcasses 
of elk to the Denver market, besides supplying many 
zoological gardens throughout the country. He has 
found it profitable to raise elk for the market—so profit- 
able that he abandoned the cattle business years ago’ 
and has devoted himself entirely to the raising of veni- 
son. 


There are two other elk preserves in Northwestern 
Colorado, in the same county wherein Mr. Littlefield 
resides. J. B. Dawson, a Routt county pioneer, has sev- 
eral hundred head of elk on his ranch near Hayden. 
The building of a new railroad into that part of the 
country has given Mr. Dawson troubie with his elk, for 
the animals seem unable to get over the terror caused 
by the shriek of the locomotive whistle, and the elk 
fancier is going to move his preserve to a quieter part 
of the country. : | 


The Glen Beulah deer preserve is aH estate of about 
3000 acres near Debeque, Colo., and here one finds sev- 
eral hundred deer and elk roaming about in content- 
ment, apparently not being disturbed over the fences 
that keep them from absolute freedom. : 

Henry Binning of Cora, Wyo., has a large herd of elk 
under inclosure, and in a report to the government, he 
shows how easily elk yield to captivity when he states 
that the inclosure in which he keeps the animals is less 
than four feet high. Occasionally he finds it necessary 
to separate a vicious bull elk from the rest of the herd 
and put the animal in a higher and stronger inclosure, 
but the small woven-wire fence is ample for most of the 
elk, 

Outside of the private elk preserves there are few 
herds left in the West. The chief herd, as has wena, 
mentioned, is in the Jackson's Hole couptry. Smaller 
herds are found in parts of Colorado, Western Montana, 
Idaho, Eastern Oregon, Manitoba, Alberta, British Co- 


and California. A band of the small California elk 
still inhabits the northern part of the San Joaquin Val- 

The elk is entirely a browsing animal, and this makes 


the problem of feed comparatively simple. It prefers 
a mixture of grass and browse, and for feeding purposes 
it is found that alfalfa is best.

One of the most successful elk farms in the country 
is in the Ozarks, George W, Russ of Eureka Springs, 
Ark., having a good-sized herd of elk which he has had 
since early days. Mr. Russ finds that the elk are great 
protectors of sheep and goats, as, since he has turned 


his elk and sheep together, not a dog has dared enter 


the inclosure. Elk will also fight off wolves and coy- 
otes, and a few wapiti in a thousand-acre pasture will 
absolutely protect all the other stock therein. 1 | 


Good profit can be made from the Virginia or; — 
tail deer, the common deer of the United States. hese 
deer are raised in many western States, and are adapted 
to all sections of the country. They are hardly so hardy 
as the clk, but with proper care can be raised | with 
profit. These deer bring: good _prices,a buck being 
worth $50 and a doe $75, according to a report ‘from 
Thomas Blagden, of Washington, D.C., who has raised 
deer since 1874. Z 


The stumbling block in the path of the raiser of veni- 
son, however, is the game law of the average State. 
Nearly every State forbids the killing of elk and deer 
except at a stated time in the fall. This is when the 
slaughtering must be done on the private preserve. 
Then, too, many States forbid the marketing of venison, 
or the shipment of carcasses outside the State boun- 
Gary. 

These laws have retarded the development of private 
elk and deer preserves, and have kept the price of veni- 
son at a prohibitive figure. It is imperative that, if 
venisoh is to become a competitor of beef, as-the gov- 
ernment investigators deem possible, the laws must be 
amended in favor of the man who raises deer or elk for 
the market. He must be permitted to slaughter when 
he chooses and to sell his product at any time of year. 
This will result in bringing many fariners into the busi- 
ness of raising deer or elk for profit, and will bring 
venison from a luxury, which comparatively few people 
have so much as tasted, to a common and inexpensive 
feature of the daily table supply. G. W. 8S.

He took up an 
old claim of the United States against Russia, for arms 
furnished to Russia during the Crimean War. The De- 


partment of State did not want to press the claim, but. 


Catacazy insisted upon pressing it. He wanted to have 
the claim settled during his administration as Russian 
Minister, because it would please his royal master. 
When the Secretary of State positively declined to press 
the claim, several newspapers attacked the Department 
of State, also attacking the families of President eGrant 
and the Secretary of State. Those newspaper attacks 
were traced, with sworn. testimony, to the hand and 
pen of Catacazy. Hon. Hamilton Fish, Secretary of 
State, was furiously angry, and President Grant had 
some difficulty in preventing Secretary Fish from tak- 
ing matters into his own hands, personally, in dealing 
with Catacazy. 

By direction of President Grant, a message was sent 
to Hon. Andrew G. Curtin, American Minister to Rus- 
sia, requesting the Russian government to recall Cata- 
cazy on the ground that his presence in the capital city 
of the United States was distasteful and disagreeable. to 
our government. 


Prime Minister Gortschakoff sent word to the Presi- 
dent that inasmuch as the Archduke Alexis was about 
to pay a social and friendly visit to the United States, 
it would be inadvisable, in his judgment, that there 


| should be any diplomatic breach, even a tentative one, 


and requesting that Catacazy be permitted to remain, 
at least temporarily. 

The situation was peculiar. 
war in our own country, Russia had been our powerful 
friend; the ‘Archduke was coming on a friendly visit, 
representing the Czar, who is the autocrat of Russia, to 
whom this country was deeply indebted for firm friend- 
ship during our domestic difficulties and dangers, and so 
President Grart decided that the diplomatic breach 
should be concealed for the time being, and Catacazy 
was permitted to remain in Washington; and he did so 
remain, although he Knew that he was intensely persona 
non grata. 

President Grant received Archduke Alexis at the 
White House, and he was presented by Minister Cata- 
cazy, although that official was permitted only to utter 
words formally prescribed for him by Secretary of State 
Hamilton ‘Fish. 

Personally, the Secretary of State informed Archduke 
Alexis that the President of the United States’ would 
be pleased to entertain him at dinner, but that Mimnis- 
ter Catacazy could not be included in the invitation. 
The Archduke informed Secretary Fish that he fully 
comprehended the situation; that he knew of the 
friendly relations between the two nations, friendly re- 
lations which the people and officials of both nations 
intended should be continued, but stated that he could 
not accept an invitaton thus limited, requiring him to 
ignore the Russian Minister to Washington. Thus it 
happened that the Archduke Alexis, representing our 
good friend the Czar, departed from Washington with- 
out having been entertained at dinner by the President 
of the United States. 


Subsequently, when ex-President Grant was making 


his tour around the world, and visited St. Petersburg, 
he was received by the Czar with royal courtesy and 
hearty ‘welcome, the Czar sitting with him in the pal- 
ace throne room for almost an hour, conversing upon 
topics of international interest. Ex-President Grant 
was given the freedom of the city of St. Petersburg, and 
to him was extended every courtesy usually extended 
to royalty, except one: he was not invited to dine with 
the Czar. Diplomary dictated this friendly bar against 
the ex-President, ‘who had been diplomatically pre- 
vented from inviting the Archduke to dine with him in 
the White House. 
Diplomatic usagés sometimes cause comment of 
world-wide interest, produ¢ing criticisms and caustic 
utterances from press and people which might be with- 


held if press and people comprehended all of the facts 


and salient features of the diplomatic incidents. 

The sequel of the Catacazy story is that Catacazy 
was recalled from Washington, exiled from Russia and 
ordered to dwell! in Paris, with particular instructions 
hot to write for newspapers. He violated that order, 
and published an open letter in American newspapers 
concerning his official affairs and private life. For this 
he was deprived of his pension. Catacazy is only a 
memory now in diplomatic circles at Washington, but 
it is a vivid memory of unsavory conditions such as 
were then unprecedented, and since have been without 
parallel.

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The Paris Rat Catcher. | 
WHAT A CORRESPONDENT SAW IN . 
SUBTERRANEAN PARIs. 

b From London Daily Mail. 
S collector of the north, I talked with the rat catcher 
of Paris. 3 

We were deep down below the city. Half an hour be- 
fore Victor, the rat catcher'’s son, had clanged down on 
us the iron manhole far above in the street... 2, 

Ever since the rats came to Europe with the Cru- 
sades, subterranean Paris has afforded them a home. 
The original black rat has been practically replaced by 
the huge, flerce brown sewer rat, although black rats 
are still found, and a colony of pure white rats has ex- 
isted for the past twenty-five years in a certain part 
of the sewers at the foot of Montmartre. A fancy-bred 
white rat was their founder, ‘and they are flercer and 
harder to catch than any other. Only half a dozen or 
so are caught each year, and they find a ready sale as 
fashionable pets. Forty years ago the rats boldly ven- 
tured on the boulevards, and there were no fewer than 
twenty-two professional rat catchers under thé empire. 
But today, though the rats move in legions from one 
quarter of the city to another, they seldom emerge ‘far- 
ther than the cellars, and the only result of the recent 
flood has been, besides drowning thousands, to drive 
vast hordes to the sewers on the heights of Paris.’ 

Though there are a number of professional rat catch- 
ers in the city today, the greatest of them all is Georges 
‘Ménart, who a year. ago was appointed official rat 
catcher to the city of Paris. | 

He holds the secret of attracting the rafs. He never 
kills them in catching them. His only weapons are his 
adroft hands, scarred with rat bites, and his feet, quick 
as lightning, although incumbered with huge sewer 
boots.

WHAT OBSEQUIES OF A NATIONAL 
LEGISLATOR Cost. 


By a Special Contributor. 


ONGRESS thinks in thousands and millions. It 
( lives on a big, broad scale—and it buries its dead 

in the same fashion. Ten thousand dollars-is a 
conservative estimate of the. average cost of a. funeral 
of a member. Not infrequently it has totalled twice 
that amount. Whatever the cost, Uncle Sam pays it 
gladly, and leaves no stone unturned to give the de- 
parted statesman a fitting burial. . 

So far this session, three Representatives have passed 
to the treat beyond—Hion. James B. Perkins of New 
York, Hon. James H. Griggs of Georgia and Hon. Wil- 
liam C. Lovering of Massachusetts. . The Senate has 
been more fortunate, though the Angel of Death ‘has 
hovered perilously near the homes of several of its prom- 
inent menibers. During this Congress, the sixty-first, 
the House has lost seven of its number and the Senate 
two. The method of procedure in both House and Sen- 
ate in case of a death is practically the same, although 
they differ in a few minor points. For instance, it is 
not an unprecedented thing for the remains of a de- 
ceased Senator to be brought into the Senate chamber 
and formal! funeral services held there over the casket. 


It will be remembered that this was done when the late } 


Senator Mark Hanna died. This. however, is not the 
rule in the House. The tendency in the Senate is to 
gradually abolish official funerals, while the House, in 
spite of the fact that it numbers over four times as 
many members, inclines toward even greater formality. 

When a meniber of the House dies the news is imme- 
diately communicated to that body and is then an- 
nounced to the House as such by the ranking member 
of his delegation, who offers a resolution to this effect: 

“Resolved, that the House has heard with profound 
sorrow of the death of Hon, ——, a Representative from 
the State of ——. 

“Resolved, that a committee of ——- members of the 


‘~House, with such members of the Senate as may be 


joined, be appointed to attend the funeral. 

“Resolved, that the sergeant-at-arms of the House be 
authorized and directed to take such steps as may be 
necessary for carrying out the provisions of these reso- 
lutions, and that the necessary expenses in connection 
therewith be paid out of the contingent fund of the 
House. 

“Resolved, that the clerk communicate these resolu- 
tions to the Senate and transmit a copy thereof to the 
family of the deceased.”’ 

After the motion has been carried, the Speaker an- 
nounces the appointment of the committee and arrange- 
ments are immediately begun toward the execution of 
the terms and spirit of the resolution. 

It is customary for the House to adjourn out of re- 
spect for the dead. In the case of Hon. James B. Per- 
kins of New York, who died but recently, the House did 
not adjourn until its accustomed time, in deference to 
his unusval request, made shortly before his death, that 
the business of the House of Representatives be not so 
interrupted. This, with One other possible exception, 
was the only time this body failed to honor Its dead by 
adjournment. The desk of the deceased member, in 
either chamber, is covered with black crepe, and fresh- 
cut flowers are kept blooming on it for several weeks. 

In both the Senate and the House, the expenses for 
the funeral] proper, and al! attendant expenses are paid 
out of the weil-filled pockets of Uncle Sam, through his 
able deputies, the sergeants-at-arms. Five hundred dol- 
lars is the amount usually appropriated to cover the 
cost of casket, flowers, the undertaker’s services and 
other incidental expenses. But this $500 is only a drop 
in the bucket of the total amount expended before the 
sergeant-at-arms has finished making his disburse- 
ments. 

Here is a case in point. A member of the House of 
Representatives from Louisiana dies, and the remains 
are to be interred in his native State. A delegation of 
some twelve or fifteen of his former associates is ap- 
pointed to accompany the body on its journey south. 
This delegation is increased in number by some six or 
The trip from Washington to Louisi+- 
ana and back consumes the best part of a week, during 
which time all the traveling and living expenses of the 
party must be paid by the sergeant-at-arms or by one 
of his assistants detailed to hold the purse strings of 
the committee. ‘ 

Perhaps a private car is chartered; if not, the cost of 
accommodations in a Pullman for such a large number 
amounts to practically the same thing. The cost of food 


alone for such a party of statesmen, at dining-car rates, | 


would supply the average family of four or five with 
three meals a day for a month. The hotel bill would 
go a long way toward giving this same family a month’s 
vacation at the seashore, while the cost of carriages, 
tips and the hundred and one ‘“‘extras’’ would keep the 
entire family in shoes for a year. It wou take about 
-$2500 in round numbers to defray the expenses of such 
a funeral. 

If the deceased had been especially prominent and 
popular, or if he had come from one of the far western 
States, the cost would be proportionately greater. The 


house naturally bears all the expenses of the committee 


from the Senate, and when the death occurs in the Sen- 
ate that body pays the toll for the committee from the 
House. Then, too, the more a man has been in the 
public eye the larger is the delegation which, accompa- 
nies his remains and proportionately greater are the ex- 

If the death takes place during a vacation of Congress 
word, is immediately sent to the sergeant-at-arms, who 
personally superintends the funeral arrangements.

Telegraphing and tele- 
phoning are also expensive necessities which add ma-

The funeral of a Senator or Representative, it may 
be mentioned here, involves considerable outlay on the 
part of his constituents who wish to do honor to his 
memory. Frequently in the home town business for the 
day is suspended, stores and schools are closed, and the 
whole community flocks to the church and later to the 
cemetery. And: carriages and flowers come high these 
days, as every one well knows. 8 

Then, too, there is the matter of electing a successor 
to take the seat of the deceased member. Occasionally. 
a special election is called for this purpose, but this is 
not the general rule, owing to the fact that the cost of 
getting election machinery into motion runs up into 
the thousands. Thus itiis usually found expedient to . 
keep the seat unfilled until the regular Congressional | 
election, except, of course, when the member dies at the 
beginning of his term. . : 


At some day following the burial of the dead Con- 
gressman, the member in charge offers a resolution to 
still further pay tribute|to‘his memory. The resolution 
is worded: | 

“On motion of Mr. ——, by unanimous congent, or- 
dered, that there be a-session of the House at ——, for 
the delivery of eulogies on the life, character, and pub- 
lic services of' the Hon. ——, late a member of the 
House of Representatives from ——.” F 

When the day thus set apart has arrived, the follow- 
ing resolution is submitted: 

“Resolved, that the business of the House be now sus- 
pended that opportunity may be given for tributes to 
the memory of Hon. ——, late a member. of this House 
from the State of ——. | 

“Resolved, that as a particular mark of respect to the’ 
memory of the deceased, and in recognition of his dis- 
tinguished public career, the House, at the conclusion 
of these exercises, shall stand adjourned. 

“Resolved, that the clerk communicate these resolu- 
tions to the Senate. 

“Resolved, that the clerk send a copy of these resolu- 
tions to the family of the deceased.”’ . 

Eulogies are then delivered by his former associates; 
frequently there are ten or twelve speakers. The ex- 
cellence of his iife, character and public services is 
dwelt upon, with special emphasis on any particular 
work or mission he had accomplished. Then, in ac- 
cordance with the resolution previously passed, the 
House adjourns. 

Nor does Uncle Sam forget the widowed and father- — 
less. One year’s salary, $7500, is voted to the widow or 
to the nearest relative. Thus, for the first year follow-. 
ing the death of a member, the governmént pays $15,000 
for Congressional representation,from dne district, for 
the new member begins to draw ‘his a from the date 
of his election. 

Nor is this generosity extended alone fo the members 
of the Senate chamber or the House of Representatives, 
If any one of the large staff of employ Ss dies, one-half 
year’s salary and about $300 are voted td the heirs. 

In addition to the expenses above set forth, all forms 
upon which the names of members of Gongress appear 
must be reprinted, the name of the deréased member 
being stricken out and that of the sucéessor filled in. 
These changes, petty enough. in themselves, but mpor- 
tant as a whole, must be made before the clerks have 
their records ready and their “house in /order” for re- 
suming routine business. Though Souniens has facili- ~ 
ties for having its printing done at a minimum cost, 
gauging the expenses roughly, it would amount any- 
where from $300 to $500. ! 

There is yet another expenditure to be considered in 
this custom. The cost of printing in pamphlet form, 
the eulogies delivered upon the life, character and pub- 
lic services of the deceased statesman has not been in- 
cluded. in the above estimate. It would be difficult to 
calculate or even to approximate this cost. as it is de- 
pendent upon the size of the document. If the eulogies 
are long, or a great number of them have been deliv- 
ered, the charge for printing will be considerable. 

Each member of the delegation to which the deceased 
belonged receives fifty copies of these eulogies, one of. 
which is beautifully bound. The remaining members 
of Congress receive some eight or ten copies each. As 
there are ninety-two Senators and 391 members of the 
House, one can easily figure out the number of eopies 
required. |

nia died, $21,000 was the amount paid out by the ser- 
geant-at-arms.

THE POPPY FAMILY. 


Four SPECIES. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


HE poppy family is a large and important one, and 
T in no other group of flowering plants is there a 

greater range or brilliancy of colors. Just at pres- 
ent they are particularly interesting because so many 
species and varieties are now in bloom. 

Every one loves one or more sorts of poppies, and 
among Our great horde of garden flowers few are more 
generally favorite than poppies. Of true poppies (spe- 
cies of Papaver) there are only four that are univer- 
sally cultivated, the Opium Poppy, the Corn Poppy, the 
Iceland Poppy and the Oriental Poppy. All four may 
be seen in many local gardens. : 

Of those mentioned, the Opium Poppy is the greatest 
favorite and has the largest flowers of any annual spe- 
cies, but their beauty is so evanescent that they are 
useless aS cut flowers: Bobbie Burns notes this tran- 
sient beauty in Tam o’ Shanter when he says: 

_ “But pleasures are like poppies spread, 

You seize the flower, its bloom is shed!”

This species is a perennial, and shades of 
red (though without a pure scarlet) and in yellow and 
white. This. species must be flowered in winter or in 
a cool place during summer.

None of the poppies are easier to grow than the Ori- 
ental Poppy, another perennial species which may be 
erown from seeds or propagated by division of the 
roots. Its flowers, too, are the largest in the poppy 
family, at least in the genus Papaver, though flowers 
of the Matilija Poppy grow fully as large as any ori- 
ental poppies ever seen. by the writer. All the four 
species mentioned are easy of cultivation and favor rich 
soil and a copious supply of water. In the writer’s, 
garden they were sown broadcast and weeded until a 
week or so ago, and are now in bud with promise of an 
excellent show. _ For the expenditure of time and 
money no class of plants render a better return than 
poppies. 

We have but one member of the genus Papaver na- 
tive to California (P. Californica,) and this is. scarcely 
worthy of cultivation when we consider the many fine

Mexico gives us a fine yellow poppy in the Hunneman- 
nia. 

To get back home again, we might well ask: “What’s 
the matter with the California Poppy (Eschscholtzia?’’) 
In its native state it ranges from pale cream to deep- 
est and most satiny orange, and is certainly hard to 
beat in a garden flower. Horticulturists have now

most every shade known to man: In the writer’s gar- 
den they are blooming in shades of pink (not a real 
pink, either, for there is'a suggestion of blue in the 
so-called pink ones,) and yellow, all tinted on the outer 
lower part of petals with sort of a metallic or cinera- 
ria blue.

We have several edibie species of wild onions. (Al- 
lium,) throughout the State but one (A. uni- 
follium) which is best, happily is found in 
many far removed localities. In Los Angeles county it 
has been collected only in desert sections, but farther 


north it abounds in the richest soil, and is there known | 
It much 


under the common name of “Indian onion.” 
resembles the common:garden sorts in the younger 
state, but never grows to mgre than an inch in diame- 
ter. 


The bulbs of several species of our “Mariposa Lilies” 
(Calochortus,) several of which occur in Southern Cali- | 


fornia, are considered very fine when roasted, though 
varying in taste somewhat. One species commonly 
eaten by the Indians is abundant throughout the State 
(C. venustus.) 

The Indian Camass (or Quamash) is much used for 
food by the Indians wherever it is found, and this is 
principally in the central and northern parts of the 
State. This particular species is known to botanists 
as Cammassia Leichtlinii, and does not grow in the Los 
Angeles region. | 

An introduced species of arrow root (Sagittaria lati- 
folia,) is used by both whites and Indians for food and 
medicine. It is commonly found | along irrigating 
ditches and waste pools wherever the Chinese have 
been; at least they are almost entirely responsible for 
its spread in the vicinity of Los Angeles, and never 
miss an opportunity to start a plantation of it. 

he roots and base of stems of the common cat tail 
(Typha latifolia,) found in all our wet places, even in 
the city limits of Los Angeles (the “old” limits,) are 
relished by the Indians, and in times of scarcity of 
other foods are much used at the present time. As this 
plant is common in all marshy places, it is a valuable 
reserve-food supply, for this species is found (probably) 
in every State in the Union. 7

Tree Mimosas. 


OME of the Mimosas, cf which the well-known sen- 

sitive plant is one, occasionally attain the dignity of 
a tree and are used for street and garden shade. In 
our climate they are usually somewhat sparse in foliage, 
and for that reason are not so popular as they are in 
the Southern States, where the summer atmosphere is 
far more humid. The few we have grown in Southern 
California. have given satisfaction except where placed 
under hard conditions or have suffered neglect. 


Playground Progress. 

HOUGH but a few years have elapsed since the ad-

T is the history of most every business that as it ad- 
| vances in importance and magnitude that its various 

ramifications segregate into specialties, allowing a 
singleness of purpose to dominate among many of its 
followers. Thus we have of late years seen developed 
the baby-chick business, the rooster and broiler busi- 
ness, the preparation of poultry foods, the making of 
poultry machinery and appliances. It is no longer ad- 
visable nor profitable o the egg farmer to make his

cass. To this must be added the 2,250,000 individual 
eggs used in hatching baby chicks. Of the latter there 
were actually sold 1,866,767 ending 1909, of this number 
1,244,711 were shipped to points out of town. Only last 
week one shipment of 15,000 was made to a Los Ange- 


les firm, clearly showing that the reputation of the Pet- 
aluma White Leghorn is becoming general. 


But the baby chick is but one specialty of a recent 
development. In Petaluma there are a number of 
hatcheries that make a business of selling pullets in 
large lots when but three months of age at a price 
which enables the commercial-egg men to buy and ma- 
ture them for egg production. 
ered qa rather new phase of commercial poultry culture, 
and so far shows good wearing qualities. It has been 
demonstrated that the innovation is not only feasible, 
but profitable alike to the producer as well as buyers. 
To be successful, the birds must be from the eggs of 
good stock; the person producing three-months-old 
pullets must deliver healthy birds or his business will 


not prove successful so that in its application the stock 


is more apt to be good and uniform quality than if the 


eggs man produced his own liens. This is a growing

own tools, nor to hatch his own hens. This may sound 
treasonable, but the law of elimination and economy in 
(the Petaluma poultry business has demonstrated the 
economy of the idea. The man who is in the egg busi- 
ness along purely market lines is gradually coming to 
learn that it is the part of wisdom to specialize in the 
poultry business the same as in other industria] en- 
terprises. Indeed, it would seem that this segregation 
was the keynote, the pivotal spot in Petaluma’s re- 
markable poultry industry—a development that is to 
Sonoma county what raisins are to Fresno and oranges 
to Riverside. : 

This segregation in the Petaluma egg country has 
been a matter of evolution; as the business advanced 
and grew to large proportions it was found that it was 
good business economy for the breeder to individualize 


his business on a certain branch of the industry, leav- 


ing to others linés not so much to his liking and the 
results he was aiming to accomplish. This law of eco- 
nomics having once been solved in the hard school of 
experience, it was perfectly natural for the develop- 


. Ment of the baby-chick business, and the growth of the 


poultry-supplies business, which has been so rapid not 
only in the region of San Francisco Bay, but also in 
Los Angeles. Possibly. in no section of the world has 
the poultry business been more intensively developed 
and practiced than in Petaluma. Just a few figures 
will give emphasis to this statement. According to 
the local Chamber of Commerce report there was sold 
‘of preparatory poultry foods $99,584 worth in 1909; 
eggs to the value of $2,092,850, and poultry to the value 
of $354,010 were sent from the town during the same 
period. To realize the force of these figures, we give 
the business by months covering both eggs and poultry 
‘by dozens in. months:

This covers only the commercial hen fruit and car- 
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phase of the business! which in the opinion of the wri- 
ter will become dominant in any locality where poul- 
try is carried along on large commercial lines. 

The question may be asked: “Why should Sonoma 
county grow more poultry than any other like area in 
the State?” That is not of easy solution. She has no 
monopoly of soil nor.climate in that respect; nor has 
she any advantage of sections bordering on Los Ange- 
les as a market. It is, however, an economic fact that 
by reason of injtiative and enterprise certain towns will 
develop certain industrial phases which attract people 
of like interests. Thus in Petaluma the poultry breeder 
finds at his service every condition calculated to make 
his business attractive and profitable. Then he finds 
every modern appliance, the widest and best informa- 
tion, the most expeditious system of markets and all 
that implies. For these reasons alone the man with 
“chicken on the brain” will naturally gravitate to Peta- 
luma, just as a citrus grower will gravitate to River- 
side and a raisin-grape grower to Fresno. In spite of 


these alluring inducements, it has always seemed to 


the writer that it is just as feasible to grow poultry on 
a large scale in Southern California along. the coast as 
it is in Petaluma. There is no sense in shipping hen 
fruit 500 miles—and the time is coming when it will 
cease. 


How .to Carry a Fowl. 


It is frequently necessary to carry a fowl from one 
place to another on the farm, or among the different 
yards. The most common way is to pick: it up by the 
legs and carry it with head hanging down. This is the 
easiest for the poultryman, but is no doubt quite as un- 
comfortable for the fow! as it would be for a human be- 
ing. A much better way is simply take the fowl un- 
der the arm, with the head facing backward, the arm 
around the body holding down the wings and the hand 
grasping the legs tightly above the feet. Held in this 
way, the fowl is grasped so firmly that it has no 
chance to struggle, and yet is in a comfortable position. 
Try it the next time that you have occasion to carry a 
fow! from one yard to another. 


Use of Poultry Manure. 


Fresh fowl manure should not be placed about the 
roots of plants. It would be useful as a mulching for 
roses and fruit trees, mixed with equal bulk of road 
scrapings. 

For plants in pots, one part to twenty of soil will be 
ample. It is a valuable fertilizer. It should be spread 
thinly to dry, and may then be crumbled and scattered 
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120 guests, and though built but three years, the man- 
agers have found it necessary to build greater. As we 
walked down “Millionaire Row” with its exquisite fur- 
nishings, listening to the sweet strains of the orchestra, 
we realized fully the power of mammon. 


A few more puffs of the iron horse, and we are in 
close proximity to the Mt. Pleasant House, one of the 
most popular hotels in the mountains. Here we have a 
superb view of the Mount Washington Railway, the 
trains being distinctly visible. 

The train is now moving on a downward grade. of 80 
feet to the mile, and before we realize it we are at the 
picturesque Fabyan House, from which point we boarded 
the observation car for the base of Mount Washington, 
where we were transferred to a coach, with the engine 
in the rear, and step by step we climbed Jacob’s Ladder, 
a distance of three miles, with an average grade of 1300 
feet to the mile, requiring one and one-half hours to 
reach the summit... On its most formidable grade, 1980 
feet to the mile, the ascent is slow and the engine 
breathes hard. The change in the atmosphere was very 
perceptible—it was cold as November. 


We were fortunate in having the most affable gentle- 
man in the capacity of conductor, who deemed it a privi- 
lege to devote his spare moments to the enjoyment of 
the passengers, describing every point of interest and 
cheerfully entering into details. No one, however vivid 
his imagination, can possibly form any conception of 
the magnificent, far-reaching view of very nearly 1000 
miles circumference obtainable from the summit of Mt. 
Washington. Canadian points are distinctly visible, 
places of interest in five States are to be seen, also the 
Green Mountains, and, still farther away, the Adiron- 
dacks. Seated on a pale, moss-covered, frost-broken 
rock we looked long upon that vast expanse of terri- 
tory and thought “long, long thoughts.” Unwillingly 
we turned our backs on that never-to-be-forgotten scene 
and boarded our quaint little train for the farmhouse. 


After a few days sightseeing around Kearsarge, in- 
terspersed with five and ten mile walks, for everybody 
walks in the mountains, we took advantage of the cele- 
brated drives known as the Dundee Drive, White Horse 
Ledge, Diana’s Bath, Bartlett Boulder, etc. 


The time was nearing when I must retrace my way 
homeward, and I had not seen the cardinal wonder of 
the New Hampshire highlands—the “Old Man of ‘the 
Mountain.” Getting the party together again at the 
farmhouse, we again went to Fabyans, where we con- 
nected with the Boston and Maine for Littleton, one of 
the cleanest, most beautiful towns in the Granite State, 
and from here drove to Franconia Notch where is to 
be seen the most sublime and imposing spectacle that 
greets the eye in any part of the White Mountain sys- 
tem. No words can describe, no language can depict 
the awful grandeur, the ineffable beauty of that scene. 
The autumn sun was slowly setting and its last rays 
lent a softness to that old stone face that will ever lin- 
ger in my memory. The sunlight and shadows of a 
closing day lay softly and peacefully on Lafayette and 
Cannon Mountains, reflecting their gorgeous splendor 
in the silvery lake beneath, while that face, almost hu- 
man in expression, 1200 feet above the base of Mount 
Cannon, as though guarding the little summer colony 
below, appeared to invite one and all to tarry and rest. 
The last few days had revealed much of beauty, but 
nothing comparable with this. It was wonderful, en- 
trancing, awful, in its imposing magnificence,.and that 


glorious picture will ever appeal to me as being one of 


the grandest and best of God’s handiwork. ©

England’s New Harbor. 

The new harbor recently completed at Dover, Eng- 
land, by the British Admiralty, which was formally 
opened by the Prince of Wales, ts, ‘according to the 
Technical World, one of the greatest engineering feats 
ever put in hand and brought to a successful comple- 
tion. 

This new home for the British fleet can claim the dis- 
tinction of being the largest artificial harbor in the 
world. It incloses at low tide a water area of no less 
than 610 acres, affording ample, accommodation for a 


fleet of twenty-five first-class battleships with the at- 


tendant smaller craft, such as torpedo boats, gunboats, 
etc. 

This harbor has taken eleven years to construct, and 
has cost the government $20,000,000. By its erection 
the ancient English port of Dover has been transformed 
into a powerful naval base. The reason for this 
transformation is not far to seek. It is the policy of 
the British Admiralty for the strength and bulk of their 
ships to lie nearest their strongest rival. 

That rival today is Germany, hence the desirability 
of equipping Dover with an efficiently protected harbor, 
where the ships can lie safely at anchor and yet be in a 
position to strike quickly at the North Sea. As a mat- 
ter of fact, other naval bases are being erected on the 
east coast of Great Britain. One is now nearing com- 
pletion at Rosyth in Scotland, and another new harbor 
is to be constructed in the Orkneys. 

The Dover harbor, begun in 1898, has been secured by 
constructing three arms or walls. The well-known Ad- 
miralty pier, which had a length of 1000 feet, has been 
extended another 2000 feet, and forms the western arm 
of the harbor. The second runs out 3320 feet from the 
base of the cliffs, and the third arm is the breakwater, 
4200 feet in length, situated three-quarters of a mile 
from the shore and almost parallel with it. pve

We find the ‘hrips doing even 
greater damage to deciduous fruits, and a few days ago 
found more than one section in the Sacramento Valley 
spraying where they never sprayed before. It is a curi- 
ous and exasperating. fact that in California several of 
our native or imported insects have lived. for years in 
harmless numbers and then broken = out 
threatening far and wide. Of the uprising horde are 
the mealy bug, the thrips, the aphids and the purple 
scale; the waning or waned hordes are the white scale, 
fhe apricot seale, the San José scale, the grasshopper, 
and the soft brown scale. The pests whose steadfast- 
ness and continuity are phenomenal! are too numerous 
to mention, yet they stay with us from year to year 
without much change in numbers or severity of attack. 
Of the diseases pear blight, asparagus blight and peach 
blight. Herculean destroyers of a few years ago, are 
decidedly on the wane. The walnut blight is fairly 
holding its own. 

UBLIC interest has been very keen of late concern- 
P ine the pre-cooling, refrigeration and ventilation of 
shipping fruits. At Neweastle a large plant for cool- 
ing fresh fruits has been built; one by the Southern 
Pacifie Railroad at Roseville and others in the south. 
The tatest is a patented system originated by Thomas 
Fellows. It consists of hollow-tile construction through 
which the cooling and ventilating action is secured by 
water evaporation. The action is automatic. No ice, 
gas, machinery or electricity is required. Efforts will 
be made to get some fruit-shipping firm to give the 
new process a fair trial in cooling fruit. This cooling 
and ventilating system is designed for yse in residences 


on the desert and in the hot, dry counties of the world. 


‘Cruelty to Birds. 


N the district round about Sierra Madre the fumiga- 
inte of orchard trees is said to be killing many-young 
song birds in their nests and some of the parent birds 
which fail to escape as the tents are drawn over the 
So the Pasadena Humane Society has made com- 
plaint of this to the county game warden, and would 
have fumigation done at some other season, or not at 
all, possibly, if it continues to destroy the songsters. 
This effort is most worthy of this good ando useful or- 
ganization, and no greater work has it in hand than the 
protection of birds. I live in the most richly embow- 
ered town in.the State. 
shelter all the warblers in the country, and yet only 
one species is present—the English sparrow, whose 
notes are as pleasant as the filing of a saw. I know 
what it is to be without the music of our feathered 
friends of the south, and rejoice in every effort to pre- 
serve the singers from harm. 


But the members of the human society should know 
that an orange grove is not the place for birds, and 
that the birds prefer the home grounds or the woods, 
where they will not starve to death. I venture one 
might search an hour in the average orange orchard 
for a bird’s nest without finding one. The nesfs are 
more numerous near the foothills, perhaps. The birds 
do not feed upon the scale pests; clean culture has 
made barren the pasturage for larger insects, and as a 
habitation for the songsters the citrus grove is far from 
ideal. It is fortunate for the growers that the groves 
are not attractive to the feathered tribe, for the birds 
are great distributors of scale, and do their full part in 
disseminating the destructive and continually expensive 
pests' of the orchard. Then the humane society should 
not hamper the orchardist in his fight against his hor- 
ticultural foes or place restrictions upon the time he 
may wish to attack them.

‘AM asked to say something about the quality of dis- 
used; this spring in fignting the thrips. One 
prominent user of sprays made an appointment to meet 
me in Sacramento a few days ago and spent an hour in 
discussing the failures made in his district through the 
use of distillate that could not be made to emulsify.

The gentleman stated that his people had been 
careful to buy their ‘oil from only well-established man- 
ufacturers, and yet they failed to get an emulsion that 
would penetrate the fruit blossoms to destroy the 
thrips. The data given me by this grower convinced me 
that some of the best distillate-makers are not careful 
in:the selection of their crude oils. One of the most 
reliable distillates ever offered to the trade is manufac- 
tured at all times from the same wells. If the crude 
material is always the same it is easy to distill a regu- 
lar grade of oil for spraying—that is a grade contain- 


ing the same elements in regular proportions,- uniform 


throughout and easily emulsified. 


The Mother Lode. 


HAVE before me an old picture representing the old 

Sutter mill, where gold was first discovered in Cali- 
fornia by James W. Marshall on the 19th day of Janu- 
ary, 1848. Overhanging the old structure is a large 
pear tree with its golden fruit, and upon the floor are 
sacks of golden ore, for this is the Mother Lode, and 
the place is Coloma, E! Dorado county. The proximity 
of fruit growing and mining as represented in this pic- 
ture seems fanciful until one gets out into the far-away 
hills of this county and discovers how closely the two 


industries are associated. There the orchardist and. 


miner mix in old-time fraternity; the roads are built 
for the fruit wagon and the ore train, and men discuss 
the Mother Lode and the Bartlett-pear — in the 


same street-corner conferences. 


While attending a fruit growers’ meeting at Placer- 
ville a few days ago, I took a long walk into the min- 
ing district eastward, and was surprised to find as many 
farmers as miners located in the once richest “diggin’s”’ 
in the State. Here and there were great chasms cut 


into the mountains of gravel, left there by the hydraulic 


miners when the State put a stop to this method of 
working the pay dirt. I saw orchards of pears, prunes 
and apples planted to the very brink of these great 
chasms, and bearing crops in season that in large meas- 
ure make up for the decay of the mining industry. In- 
deed, these two soil industries were literally working 
side by side, for two old miners were operating a hy- 
draulic machine with a 200-foot pressure near an orch- 
ard where the first spring plowing was being done. I 
asked my guide, who owned the adjoining farm, as we 
watched the great gravel bluffs melting before the 
stream from the pipes, if these miners were not in vio- 
lation of the law. He said they were not, for they had 
discovered a dam site below, built a dam that was ac- 
ceptable to the authorities, and were impounding the 
débris on his farm to its ultimate benefit. It would 
in time, he said, give him several acres of level land. 


Piacer miners were found at work in several places, 
and several quartz mines were in view. So I saw at 


one view the three historic methods of quartz, placer 


and hydraulic mining. Interspersed among them were 
the orchard activities, and 500 teet below lay the busy 
city of Placerville busy with the multiplex enterprises 
usually found in a city of 3000 people. When I returned 
to the hotel, I found a gold excitement had broken out 
while | was away. The city street gang were washing 


the winter’s mud off the street with a two-inch hose, 


and had dislodged several fine nuggets of pure gold. 
One of the men had picked up a nugget worth $28.80; 
another had found one weighing six pounds, and a half- 
dozen had smaller nuggets. How had this gold es- 


caped discovery lying for over sixty years in the streets 
and so near the surface? Two blocks of the original 
old Hang Tower of 1849 were built upon and could not 
be mined. The streets have not been disturbed, and 
cannot be, and the natives are allowed to pick up only 
what gold is washed out when the streets get their 
annual bath.

Schools of Healing. 


N A Stuffed Club for January Dr. J. H. Tilden 
| wrote: 
“On fundamental principles, all schools of healing, 
worthy of the name of school, are alike, Mr. Harry 
Brook of the Los Angeles Times to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Not long ago the editor of the health 
department of the above-named paper quoted from my 
recently-published book the statement I made that all 
schools have the same fundamental principles. He 
agreed that it was true at the time I made the discov- 
ery, but that it was not true today. I say it is true to- 
day, and it will be true foi all time. The exception, 
he says, is the osteopathic school. Our friend Brook 
is such a loyal ‘cuss’ to his friends that he makes un- 
accountable breaks. occasionally. Inasmuch as he has 
taken it upon himself to dispute my statement, I take 
it for granted that he is fully competent to substantiate 
it; hence, I here and now demand that he furnish the 
readers of the Club and Times jsaid proof, after which 
I may have something more to say regarding funda- 
mental principles.” 


What the editor of the Care of the Body referred to 
was not so much osteopathy as “naturopathy,” which 
includes osteopathy, and all other rational means of 
aiding nature to eliminate morbid. matter, which is dis- 
ease. In replying to the above article by Dr. Tilden, 
the Care of the Body man said: ‘ 

“There is as wide a gulf between the allopathic system 
of medicine, which attempts to suppress symptoms of 
disease by giving poisonous drugs, and the naturopathic 


‘school of healing, which aids nature to remove the 


cause of the disease, as there. -is between hell and 
heaven.” 

In A Stuffed Club for May, Dr. Tilden devotes a num- 
ber of pages to reaffirming his statement above quoted. 
The editor of the Care of the Body sees no reason to 
modify in any degree whatever his above-statbd opin- 
ion. Perhaps, however, Dr. Tilden, as he intimates, 
does not regard naturopathy as a_ school of healing 
“worthy. the name.” On the other hand, the editor of 
this department regards it as the ideal and only real 
method of healing worthy of the name, including as it 
does, all natural means of aiding nature, in accordance

with the statement of Hippocrates, the Father-of Medi- . 


cine, that “nature cures, not the physician.’ 

Dr. Tilden goes on to ‘dilate on the leading schools 
of medicine—electicism, homeopathy, hydropathy, oste- 
opathy, chiropractic, and naturopathy. He is doubt- 
less correct when he states that homeopaths, as a rule, 
have given up their minute doses, and now usually give 
ten times as strong doses as they did previously. That 
puts them in the same class with the allopaths, and is 
so much the worse for their patients. 

Hydropathy, dear Dr. Tilden, is something more— 
much more—than merely “to put a fever case in cold 


_ water.” Hydropathy is a science that needs long study. 


It involves not only cold water, but the use of baths of 
various temperatures, from the ice-cold bath, through 
the neutral bath (with a temperature of 97 degrees) to 
the very hot bath. Then there are sprays, and gushes, 
and packs of a great many kinds, some partial, and some 
for the entire body. Also alternating, and drip, and 
Russian, and Turkish baths and many other varieties 
of applying water, one of nature’s most powerful reme- 
dies. Not long ago Dr. Charles Lee King of Pasadena 
read before the Los Angeles County Medical Associa- 
tion a paper entitled:

of their fellow-men? do they? Because they 
want to keep the profits of treating the sick to them- 
selves. | 

In his reply to Dr. Tilden, the editor of the Care of 


the Body referred to the eclectic school as .administer- 


ing the twelve mineral substances found in the body. 
This is not quite correct. The eclectic practice uses a 
line of several hundred “specific medicines.” It 
claims to occupy a middle ground between overdosing 
and no dosage. It is the ‘“‘biochemics” who administer 
the twelve “tissue salts’—the twelve mineral elements 
found in the human body. However, as these minerals 
are in the inorganic form, and therefore cannot be util- 
ized by the body, but must be expelled as intruders,

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As to osteopathy: It is true that osteopathy is only 
one branch of the healing art—quite an important 
branch so far as it goes, but by no means all sufficient. 
Some osteopaths devote attention to diet and other 
hygienic methods of aiding the sick. Others, who have 
imbibed the narrow teachings of the Kirksville school, 
do not. The latter invariably fail in effecting. perma- 
nent cures. Their patients do not stay cured. 

Last—and chiefest—we come to the “natureheilmeth- 
ode’’—the natural method of healing, or “nature cure.” 
California last year was the first State in the Union to 
legalize this healing under. the title of “naturopathy.” 
As above stated, it includes hydropathy, osteopathy, 
chiropractic, massage, diet, fasting, electricity, sun and | 
air baths, mental suggestion, and every other natural | 
means of aiding nature to eliminate impurities and re- 
store normal conditions of health. 

In Germany the nature cure has been an honored 
school of healing for ‘half a century, and many of its 
principles have been adopted by regular physicians. 
Dr. Tilden says that he does not read German.’ Nearly 
all the principal books on the “nature cure” have been 
written in German, although most of them have been | 
translated into English. The book criticised by Dr. | 
Tilden, Just’s “Return to Nature,” is a popular, not a | 
scientific, treatise. Louis Kuhne, a pioneer in this j 
work, was not. so scientific as some of his successors. 
Among scientific writers on the “nature cure’ may be 
mentioned: Platen, Dr. Walser, Julius Hensel, Dr. H. 
Lahmann, Theodor Hahn, Col. Sphor, Dr. Canitz, and 
Dr. Bircher-Benner (of Switzerland.) 

In this country, more than fifty years ago, Dr. R. T. 
Trall broke away from drugs, and became an earnest 
advocate of what is now known as the “nature cure” be- 
fore that title was introduced. It was then known only 
as hydropathy, although Trall’s teachings included much | 
more than that. His book, “Hydropathic Encyclope- 
dia,” has for half a century—been a beacon light, show- 
ing the road to health. 3 


A Great Walk. 

*HE veteran pedestrian, Edward Payson Weston, on 
| 2nd of May completed a tramp of 3483 miles, from 
Los Angeles to the metropolis, covering the ground in 
seventy-seven days, which is an average of over forty- 
five miles a day. Pretty good, that, in all kinds of 
weather, for a-man 72 vears of age. There was noth- 
ing of commercialism, or professionalism, or advertis- 
ing in this feat.

Mrs. Eddy on Marriage. 
N a New York dispatch recently published in The 
Times, telling of the excitement caused in Christian 
Science circles by a number of deaths and suicides that 
had followed the excommunication of Mrs. Stetson— 
deaths that some “Scientists” attribute to what Mrs. 
Eddy calls “malicious animal magnetism’’—the follow- 
ing paragraph appeared, in the course of an interview 
with the friend of a young woman who had commit- 
ted suicide: | 


“One of Mrs. Stetson’s fixed doctrines was that to be 
a professional healer one must cease the married rela- 
tion. It was through her I became separated from my 
husband. It was after that that Harry Toler left his 
wife and her two babies.” | a. 

It may not be known, even to some Christian Scien- 
tists, that Mrs, Eddy, in her writings, mildly discour- 
ages marriage as an imperfect condition. Yet such/is 
the case. Possibly this may partly be due to her unfor- 
tunate experience in one of her marriages. ‘In “Science 
and Health” (1902) a chapter is devoted to the subject 
of “Marriage.” Under the caption is this saying of 
Jesus: “In the resurrection they neither marry nor are 
given in marriage, but are as the angels of God in 
heaven.” | 

Here are extracts from this chapter: 

“Marriage is the legal and moral provision for gener- 
ation among human kind. Until the spiritual creation 
is discerned intact, apprehended, understood, and _ His 
kingdom is come, as in the vision of the Apocalypse— 
where its corporeal sense was cast gut, and its spirit- 
‘ual sense was revealed from heaven—marriage will 
continue, subject to such moral regulations as will se- 
cure increasing virtue. ... 

“Marriage should signify a union of hearts. Further- 
more, the time cometh of which Jesus spake when He 
declared that in the resurrection there should be no 
more marrying nor giving in marriage, but man should 
be as the angels. Then shall Soul rejoicé in its own, 
wherein passion hath no part. 
will unite in one person, masculine wisdom and femi- 
nine love, spiritual understanding, and perpetual peace. 

“Until it is learned that God is the father of all, let 
marriage continue, and let mortals permit no such dis- 
regard of law as may lead to a worse state of society 
than now exists. Honesty and virtue insure the stabil- 
ity of the marriage covenant, Spirit will ultimately 
claim its own, and all that really is, and the voices of 
physical sense be forever hushed. 

“Matrimony, which was once a fixed fact among us, 
must lose its present slippery footing, and find perma- 
nence in a more spiritual adherence.” 

In justice to Mrs. Eddy, it 1s only proper to add that 
in thus partially discouraging the marriage relation. 
she has good New Testament authority for her course. 
Neither Jesus nor the apostles were much in favor of 
marriage. Rather the opposite. | 

Yet the union of the sexes, for the purpose of pro- 
creation, is the chief of all natural laws. We find it 
not only in the animal, but also in the vegetable king- 
dom. Any attempt to sidestep or defeat this law must 
inevitably cause sickness and suffering. It was in ac- 
corfance with the trend of New Testament teaching 
above referred to that celibacy of the priesthood was 
introduced by the Roman Catholic church, _
